THE VERSATILE HOMESTEAD 


The building known as the homestead in Logan 
Reserve at Altona has had a checkered career, The 
shire secretary (Mr. J. Waters) will no doubt be asking 
the Historical Society of Altona to prepare a dosier 
on the building, but meantime his notes show evidence 
which has been gleaned from the Certificate of Title 
of the land and the use to which the building has been 
placed by the Shire of Werribee and in the last six 
years by the Shire of Altona. 


The title to the land shows 
that it was acquired by Messrs. 
Cuming Smith & Co. Pty. 
Ltd. of 65 William Street, 
Melbourne, on August 19, 
1920, It was later tratisferred 
to Commonwealth Fertilizers 
and Chemicals Ltd. of 65 Wil- 
liam Street on October 30, 
1929, and then to the Presi- 
dent, Councillors and Rate 
payers of the Shire of Wer- 
ribee on Augst 18, 1956. 

The building then served as 
the headquarters for the as- 
sistant engineer of the Shire 
of Werribee who was the en- 
gineer, more or less, in charge 
of all works in the Altona 
Riding and it also served as 
the collecting agency for rates. 
The rate collector of Werri- 
bee attended at Altona from 
time to time for this pur- 
pose. 

The Shire of Altona took 
possession of the building 
when it was created. The first 
meeting of Altona Shire Coun- 
cil took place therein on June 
10, 1957, and infant welfare 
service had been conducted 
in one of the rooms adjacent 
to the park for years before 
then and served as infant 
welfare centre for Altona for 
the following year until the 
new centre was opened in 
David Street. 

The whole of the building 
was then utilised as shire

Some 18 months ago the 
council chamber became the 
accounts office when machine 
accounting was commenced 
and the deputy shire secretary 
was appointed.

Werribee - A Borough? 


Central Riding Councillors Smith and Hudson 
have been inquiring inte the economics of forming 
Central Riding, which includes the township of Werri- 
bee, into a Borough. 

Cr. Hudson indicated the ‘ break even point is 
all important—that is when if costs as much to be- 
fong to the Shire as to break away and form a 
Borough. At that stage a Borough is desirable as the 
handling of ratepayers affairs could be more efficient- 
ly carried ovt.at less cost. Several Western District 
fowns smaller than Werribee have formed Boroughs 















When it costs as much to 
belong to the Shire as it would 
if Werribee broke away and 
became a Borough, then this 
would be the time to make a 
move, was the opinion expres. 
sed by Cr. Hudson during a 
discussion on the formation of 
a Borough at the last Wer- 
ribee Council meeting. 

Cr. Hudson said, as yet, 
there had been no move to 
form @ Borough. He said the 
names of Cr. Smith and him- 
self had been bandied around 
at length in this matter. He 
said all they had done was 
make inquiries, the matter 
rests entirely with the rate- 
payers, not the councillors, 
and must be a ratepayers de- 
eision. 

Cr. Hudson said, as far as 
the Central Riding Council- 
lors are concerned, the break 
éven point between a Bor- 
ough and a Shire is the im- 
portant consideration. 

He said the break even point 
is getting close, how close he 
does not know, but it is up 
to Central Riding Councillors 
to find out and it is their 
‘duty as representatives of the 
ratepayers to supply the de- 
tails, i 

Cr. Hudson said all that is 
happening now is Central 
Riding Councillors dre mak- 
ing inquiries and they will 


only be in favour of a Borough | 


if it benefits the ratepayers of 
Werribee. 

Cr, Hudson stated he was 
quite prepared at any time to 
personally answer any ques- 
tions on the subject. When 
he feels he has sufficient 
figures on finance and other 





details he will willingly at- 
tend a public meeting for the 
purpose of relating his know- 
ledge to the ratepayers. 

After presenting the detalis 
to the ratepayers Cr. Hudson 
said he would then leave the 
formation of a Borough to the 
ratepayers and he would not 
take part. 

Cr. Hudson said he consid- 
ered it his obligation to in- 
form the ratepayers when the 
breaking point is reached. 

Cr. Smith endorsed Cr. 
Hudson’s remarks and said 
the idea of forming a Borough 
was brought about by the vot- 
ing of loan moneys. He said 
Central Riding was receiving 
20 per cent. instead of the 
38 per cent. of loan money 
they were entitied to receive. 

The statment that formation 
of a Borough would mean in- 
creased rates was unfounded, 
said Cr. Smith. He would be 
absolutely against the change 
unless it was of benefit to 
ratepayers. 

Cr. Earl asked that all in- 
formation supplied to Central 
Riding Councillors be given 
to all councillors. He said they 
are entitled to the information 
to enable them to examine 
the position and if a special 
meeting is required it can be 
arranged. 

Cr. Davis, shire president, 
ended the discussion by stat- 
ing that ratepayers and coun- 
cillors had certain privileges 
1egarding inspection of coun- 
cil books and any further in- 
formation required from the 
shire secretary or engineer 
will only be given under the 
direction of the council.
